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HE doctrine of the trin- 

ity. Trinity means three 
persons in one. It is very im- 
portant in this evil day, when 
many doctrines are being 
taught, that we should know the truth 
of this subject as it is taught in God’s 
Word. 


Our text is found in 1 John 5:7, 8. 
“For there are three that bear record in 
Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: these three are one.” The 
three in Heaven are one and the three 
on the earth agree “in one”. The doc- 
trine of the trinity means three persons 
in one God, and not three Gods. There 
is a class of people called Oneness, who 
put no distinction between the three. I 
absolutely believe in one God, but what 
does the word “God” mean? When we 
use the term “God” we are speaking of 
a “TRINITY”. The English language, in- 
to which the Bible is translated, says the 
word “God” means three persons in one, 
such as the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost 
compose and make the one true God. 
There are no three Gods, no two Gods, 
but one “God” composed of a trinity as 
proved by the Word of God. 


The Father, the Word, and the Holy 
Ghost, three in one; not two, but ‘ONE’, 
and I will show you that the doctrine of 
this oneness cannot be denied. John 10: 
30, “I and my Father are one.” One in 
unity, ‘but three’ in number. The one- 
ness comes in the unity, so God says in 
the seventeenth chapter of John. John 
11:21, 22 tells us how this unity comes. 
Jesus prayed in the garden and in that 
prayer He said, “Father, I pray that they 
may be ‘one’.” In Eph. 5:31 Paul says 
a husband and wife are one. And if two 
can be one, why can’t three be one? 
Acts 4:32 states that the Church at Je- 
rusalem was of ‘one’ heart and ‘one’ soul. 
Did eight thousand, one hundred and 
twenty people all have one big heart? No, 
a thousand times no. But they were in 
‘unity’ all of one heart, and all of one 
soul. In Genesis 11:56 we notice the

Lord said, “Behold the people are ‘one’. 


Note the text. There are three who 
agree in Heaven—the Father, the Word, 
and the Holy Ghost. Let us note the 
Word. You must go beyond the virgin 
birth to see Jesus in His entirety. We see 
Him in the Bible from all eternity. John 
1:1, 14, “In the beginning was the 
‘Word’ (Jesus), and the ‘Word’ was with 
God, and the ‘Word’ was God. And the 
‘Word’ was made flesh, and dwelt among 
us.” ' 

Before the incarnation of Christ He 
was called the Word, even ever since 


there has been a God existing. Prov. 8: 
22-31 shows that in the beginning the 
Word was the Son of God. Solomon said, 
in the begin-

ning of his way, before his works of old,” 
speaking directly about the Son of God 
before His incarnation. “I was set up 
from everlasting, from the beginning, or 
ever the earth was, When there were no 
depths, ‘I’ was brought forth: when 
there were no fountains abounding with 
water. Before the mountains were set- 
tled, before the hills was ‘I’ brought 
forth: While as yet he had not made the 
earth, nor the fields, nor the highest part 
of the dust of the world. When he 
(God the Father) prepared the heavens, 
‘TY (the Word) was there: when he set 
a compass upon the face of the depth: 
When he established the clouds above: 
when he strengthened the fountains of the 
deep: When he gave to the sea his decree, 
that the waters should not pass his com- 
mandment: when he appointed the foun- 
dations of the earth: Then ‘I’ was by 
‘him,’ as one brought up with him: and 
‘Tl’ was daily his delight, rejoicing always 
before him; rejoicing in the habitable part 
of his earth; and my delights were with 
the sons of men.” 

In St. John 17:5, Jesus said, “And 
now, O Father, glorify thou me with 
thine self with the glory which I had 
with thee before ‘the world was’.” You 
see how this scripture corresponds with 
Proverbs which says “before the founda- 
tion of the deep, I was with thee in the 
beginning. I was thy daily delight, al- 
ways rejoicing before thee.’ 

Gen. 1:1, “In the beginning God (the 
Trinity) created the heaven and_ the 
earth.” He made heaven first. Isa. 66:1 
says, “The heaven is my throne, and the 
earth is my footstool.” 

Yes, God is a Trinity. In Gen. 1:26 
God said, ‘Let US make man in OUR 
image, after OUR likeness.” Let us con- 
sider the pronoun “us”, Let “us” make 
man. Now please tell me to whom God 
is talking. If Jesus is the only one in the 
Godhead, as our New Light friends pro- 
claim, was He talking to Himself? 

We can find the pronoun “us” all the 
way through the Bible. In Isa. 1:6-8, 
when God called Isaiah, He said, “Who 
will go for US? Then said Isaiah, Here 
am I, Lord, send me.” In St. John 14: 
23 Jesus spoke of this Trinity and said, 
“WE will come unto him and make 
OUR abode with him.” I thank the 
Lord forever. Let us, my friend, think 
for one moment of the great company 
we are with. “WE will come,” the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, with the 
angels of the Lord that encamp round 
about them that fear Him. We ought to 
be able, with this company, to have a 
camp meeting on an iceberg. 





In Gen. 1:26 
“Let US make man. 
1:27. says, “So God 
man in his own image.’ 
it is one thing to know 
to introduce the truth of God to 
people. Some of the Trinity people mn 
to think that when they see the Father 
He will be in a body of flesh. The Bible 
teaches that Jesus came in the express 
image of His person, but I do not think 
the Father has a body of flesh for the 
simple fact that Paul said that in Christ 
dweils all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily, that is, Christ is the only one of 
the Godhead that has a body of flesh. 

God created man in His own image and 
this is brought out chiefly in the trinity 
of man. Man is composed of a trinity— 
spirit, soul, and body. When we look at 
man we see the image of God, the Fath- 
er, Son, and Holy Ghost; man—-spirit, 
soul, and body. You can see the image of 
God in nature itself. Look at the tree, 
you see the sap, wood, and bark, three all 
in one, and so is the trinity of God all in 
one God. 


Our New Light friends tell us that 
Jesus and the Holy Ghost are synony- 
mous, but Jesus Himself, in Matt. 12:32, 
did discriminate between Himself and 
the Holy Ghost, Jesus refers to the Holy 
Ghost as being “another Comforter.” 

Also, our friends tell us that Jesus is 
His own Father. Can you comprehend 
fair-minded people teaching such? I want 
to prove to you by the truth that the 
Father sent His Son Jesus. In John 8:18 
Jesus said, “I am ONE that bear witness 
of myself, and the Father that SENT 
ME beareth witness of me.” St. John 8: 
42, “For I proceeded forth and came 
FROM GOD; neither came I of myself, 
but HE sent me.” Can you comprehend 
such a thought as a man coming out of 
a place and leaving himself in there? If 
Jesus came from God, He must have left 
some one up there. 

St. John 8:19. “Then said they unto 
him, Where is thy Father?” The first 
thing some people will say today is, 
Where is the Father? One man asked me, 
“Who is Jesus’ Father?” I stated, “God 
the Father.” He then asked, “Who is 
God’s Father?” I stated, “If I could an- 
swer that I reckon you would want to 
know who His grandfather was.” Jesus’ 
answer to such questions was “Ye neither 
know me nor the Father.” 

Note the living Father in John 6:57, 
“As the living Father hath sent me, and 
I live by the Father: so he that eateth me, 
even he shall live by me.” John 5:26, 
“For as the Father hath life in himself; 
so hath he given to the Son to have life 
in himself.” The Father and His Son are 
two in number. St, John 8:16, Jesus 
said, “For I am not ALONE, but I and

With the thousands of promises in 
God’s precious Word, it seems that there 
would be no trouble in having faith to 
believe and bring to pass God’s precious 
promises. There are promises enough for 
every nation and every individual to re- 
ceive a gracious and bountiful blessing. 
God is not slack concerning His promises 
as men count slackness. God is not a man 
that He should lie. The Strength of Is- 
rael will not lie, Numbers 23:19; 1 Sam. 
15:29; Titus 1:2; Heb. 6:18. 

He is faithful that promised, but we 
must have faith to believe and lay hold 
on the promises, Heb. 10:23. 

The power of the promise. Being fully 
persuaded that what He had promised He 
was able to perform, Rom. 4:21. 

Our attitude toward the Promiser 
and His promises. She judged him faith- 
ful who had promised, Heb. 11:11. He 
staggered not at the promises of God, 
Rom. 4:20. We are to have confidence 
that all the promises of God in Him are 
yea, nay and in Him amen, 2 Cor. 1:20. 

We are to patiently endure until we 
obtain the promise, Heb. 6:15. We are 
willing if God ask it to die in faith, not 
having received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off. We are persuaded of 
them and embrace them, Heb. 9:13. We 
believe and testify that God’s promises 
are exceeding and precious promises, 2 
Peter 1:4. We believe and testify as to 
the past, that “there hath failed not one 
word of all His good promises.” 1 Kings 
8:56. This, of course, is to Israel and it 
is holding good in their behalf. We can 
see God’s mighty hand stretched forth tu 
bless and to bring them into their home- 
land and thousands of them have already 
returned, 

We believe and confess that the Lord is 
not slack concerning His promises as some 
men count slackness. This being true, we 
must remember that God’s mercy will 
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not always be given to those who are dis- 
obedient. On the other hand, those who 
are faithful and true will receive that 
that is promised them, 2 Pet. 3:9. We be- 
lieve and preach regarding the future that 
we shall all receive the crown of life 
which the Lord has promised them that 
love Him.

Jesus said, ‘““Men ought always to pray 
not to faint,” or if they really want any- 
thing, they will not stop until they get 
it. Then He relates the instance of the 
widow, who wanted a petition from an 
unjust judge and would not take “No” 
for an answer, also of the man who 
wanted three loaves of bread from a 
friend at midnight and got all that he 
needed because of his importunity. If we, 
like the Syrophoenician woman whose 
daughter was vexed by a devil, will feel 
around until we get our feet on some- 
thing that we have a right to—as the 
crumbs that fell from the table—we will 
hear Jesus say, “Great is thy faith, be it 
done unto thee even as thou wilt.” 

Oh, reader, if you are seeking the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, get on the prom- 
ise “He shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and fire” and say in your heart, 
“If He does not do it today, tomorrow 
or next week, I know that He will for 
He has said so.” Do the same with heal- 
ing, the signs that follow, or anything 
that God has promised, 

What we really need today is a re- 
vival of respect for the Word of God. 
We cannot expect to have it unless we 
believe the Bible; and not to mix respect 
(God said it and it is so) with the 
Word, is not only not to profit by it, 
but to make God a liar. Like the people 
of Nazareth who would not believe the 
Bible when Jesus read it to them and 
then expected Him to do mighty works, 
there are too many today who will not 
believe James 5:14 and the other prom- 
ises on healing, and then expect some- 
one with that “gift” to come around 
and heal them. But everything that we 
get from God comes by consciously or 
unconsciously cashing a promise. They 
are the “keys of heaven.” 

We would not even know how to get 
saved any more than the Japanese, Chin- 
ese, Hindus, etc., if we had never heard 
John 3:16. And those who will 
not believe the gospel when they hear it, 
are as bad off, if not worse, than those 
who have never heard it. This is why it 
is not always the amount of the Word 
that we read (or eat) that does us good, 
but as with natural food, it is the 
amount that we assimilate or digest. Most 
people today are suffering from SPIRI- 
TUAL INDIGESTION. They have filled 
their heads with a lot of prophecy about 
the signs of the times, etc., and some of 
them have not even cashed John 3:16, let 
alone James 5:14; Acts 2:17, etc. And 
even for “wise virgins” who have “oil 
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in their lamps”, there are scores of prac- 
tical promises to cash, such as “these 
signs shall follow them that believe,” 
“out of your innermost being shall flow 
rivers of living water,” “the works that 
I do, shall ye do also and greater works 
for I go to the Father.”

elevating and strengthening the spiritual 
and moral life of their community? How 
firm an attitude do they take for right- 
eousness in every phase of the communi- 
ty activities? What demand do many 
churches make for decency and integrity 
in business, in profession, in government? 
Some of the leading churches of the na- 
tion are officered and controlled by men 
whose principles and policies will not 
bear scrutiny. Others are officered and 
controlled by men who do not stand 
foursquare for anything. Some ministers, 
in order to keep off the toes of their 
congregations, confine their attacks on 
iniquity to the conduct of certain charac- 
ters in the Old Testament. Saints of 
God, can we fashion ourselves after 
such? I say a thousand times “No.” We 
must preach “Thus saith the Lord.” 

We find in Eph. 4:11, 12, “And he 
gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
and some, evangelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; For the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ.” Can 
we as pastors of God’s heritage fail God 
in a time like this? We are here in 
Christ’s stead for the perfecting of His 
saints. My Lord, help us to herald to the 
people of God their duty to God and our 
fellowman, 

Sometimes it is necessary to complete- 
ly level, to completely pull down a struc- 
ture before a better, more workable, more 
usable one can be erected. If you were in 
the place of the Divine Creator, you 
would probably be disgusted with the 
performance being constantly put on or 
not being put on, by certain groups, cer- 
tain sects, theoretically committed to fol- 
low your commands and to uphold your 
standards, yet in reality doing little save 
making more or less empty gestures. 

There are no elements in our civilized 
life that need reorganizing more, yes, 
complete reconstructing, than do the 
churches, Many churches are letting gold- 
en hours with their golden opportuni- 
ties slip by. With an organization as 
great as theirs, they could, if they were 
sincere and zealous and were living earn- 
estly and energetically by their accepted 
doctrines, uplift the entire life of any 
nation in which they have a firm foot- 
hold. 

We can see the rapid growth of the 
only Bible church, The Church of God. 
She is gradually moving to every land 
and country but, dear servants of God, 
our spiritual side needs more attention 
than does the educational. I believe in 
educational phases in every line. God 
forbid that I should say anything to the 
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contrary to educa- 
tion, but we Church 
of God people should 
be more concerned 
about the spiritual 
side than anything else. 

The world can go to places and hear 
good music, good singing, and real ora- 
tors speak that haven’t any life-giving 
substance about them. Christ Jesus said, 
“If I be lifted up, I will draw all men 
unto me,” St. John 12:32. And again 
Christ told Peter that “flesh and blood 
hath not revealed it unto thee,” speaking 
of Himself, “but my Father which is in 
heaven.” Matt. 16:17. Now flesh and 
blood cannot reveal the body of Christ, 
which is His Church (Col. 1:18), to 
any one but that comes in and thru the 
work of God and Him alone. And if we 
are not fully consecrated to Him, how 
can He use us or our vocal organs to ele- 
vate the work of His dear Son? He can- 
not. I feel that the denominations of to- 
day are seeing their helpless conditions. 
Just a few months ago a certain church 
worker made the statement of his church, 
after a revival, that they didn’t need any 
more members but needed to get the 
ones they already had to fully consecrate 
themselves to God. 

Church fellowworkers, are we to let 
the blood-stained banner of Jesus Christ 
drag in the dust while millions are go- 
ing down every day in everlasting dam- 
nation? Let us wake up, shake ourselves, 
quit sleeping with our heads in the lap 
of the world. We have the grandest 
thing on God’s earth to boast of—The 
Church of God and her government. We 
should do as Moses, Daniel, and Elijah of 
old, fast and pray, consecrate ourselves 
unto God, that He may use us for the 
work whereunto He has called us. 

In Ezek. 34th chapter we find God 
talking to Ezekiel concerning the shep- 
herd of Israel. V. 4 reads, “The diseased 
have ye not strengthened, neither have 
ye healed that which was sick, neither 
have ye bound up that which was brok- 
en, neither have ye brought again that 
which was driven away, neither have ye 
sought that which was lost; but with 
force and with cruelty have ye ruled 
them.” Can that be said of us, my dear 
ones? We should contend for the faith 
that was once delivered unto the saints. 
God needs some Gideons, some Daniels 
and Moses today. Can He count on us, 
or will He have to let us go down and 
lift others up on whom He can depend? 

We notice that next to the last com- 
mand, just before the supper in St. Luke 
14:21, we are to go quickly to the poor, 
the maimed, the halt and the blind, and 
bring them in. “How can we?” I hear 
some one ask. The only way, my broth- 
er, to bring them is to have power and

“‘Abraham believed God, and it was
